REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to a method and system for matching an incident to a 
route. According to the claimed invention, regions of interest surrounding each of a plurality of 
segments of the travel are dynamically generated. The claimed invention also sets forth 
determining that the incident is within thee region of interests and the incident is on the travel 
route. According to the claimed invention, the dynamically generated regions of interest are 
substantially elliptical. The claimed invention further sets forth that each of the dynamically 
generated regions of interest have perimeters where distances to ed points of each of the 
segments are substantially uniform and each of the distances are dynamically increased in 
relation to the length of the segments. The aforementioned limitations and combination therefore 
are not taught in the prior art. In light of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are 
found to be patentable over the prior art of record.
